"Excess profits, luxury and excise taxes afford just and equit- 


able methods of meeting unusual governmental expenses. 


"All taxes should be levied so as to encourage home owning and 


to discourage speculation and tenantry, so far as sound public policy 
will permit. 


"The grange opposes a general sales tax because in effect it is a 


consumption tax and adds an unfair burden to all purchasers without 
references to their ability to bear the added burden."
